Commissioners on Tuesday also 
approved the salary of Peggy 
Smith, the county’s new flood 
plains administrator and parks 
and recreation supervisor. 

Smith, who will earn about 
$32,000 per year for the two half¬ 
time positions, replaces the retired 
.lim Barnett. As flood plains ad¬ 


ministrator, she’s charged with 
making sure all construction with¬ 
in the county flood plain complies 
with federal regulations. 
Commissioners also;

The 
money had already been included 
in the county’s 1996 budget.
